üd December L0th ( abeautiful, Black 
mother passed away. Really, she did 
not pass away, just die, for it was 
outright racist neglect on the part of 
the govemmenr which was the direct 
cause of her death* Mrs, LreneJohnson 
(who was 43 years old) was very dear 
Ko many people, especialiy to the 
members of the New York State Chapter 
of the Black Panther Party, “Moms" 
(as everyone called her), the mother of 
Comrade Bül Johnson, had been 
working, along with the Party, In the 
People 1 ^ Survival Programs* Her very 
lffe # partlcularly from the time she 
began werking in the programs, was 
dedicated tohelping other people in 
our community, to servlng the people 
body and soul, 

lt is ironie that it was due to the 
tötal inadeepacy of the medical and 
he'alth facilities in theBlaekcommuni- 
ties of New York City, that Moms 
herself died* For this had been part 
of her purpose in living, to help pro- 
vide services for our peopte, free of 
charge, that would satisfy our basic 
needs and desires* (ït reminds one of 
Dj. Charles Drew, a Black doctor, 
who discovered the blood plasma 
theory and developed the blood bank 
for whlch millions can be grateful 
today* Dr, Drew was in art automobile 
accident in 1950, and ironically, bied 
to death, because t as a Black man, 
he was refused medical treatment by 
a white hospita!,) 

Ar the revolutionary memorial ser¬ 
vices for our dear Comrade, on De¬ 


cember 15th, Chauman Bobby Seale, 
in a caped message (as he was unable 
co get to New York in time for the 
services), spoke of what Comrade Irene 
Johnson’g life and work and death really 
meant: 


Brothers and Sisters and People, 
onDecemberlOth, American genocide 
against the Black Comrmmity claimed 
anolher victim. Tkis was Mrs, Irene 
Johnson, a Panther Mother, Moms. 
Mrs. Irene Johnson t 43 yers ofage, 
was part of the New York State Chapter 
of the Black Panther Party. She was 
known and loved as Moms. We loved 
Moms - we loved her dearly. 

Moms died as a result of the criminat 
neglect on the part of the New York 
Hospital Corporation. Moms xvas one of 
fftarty victims of this New York Hos- 
pital Corporation, which dictates poli - 
des and said funds for the hospitals. 
Hospitals are big business here, and 
tkis clearly points out that Black and 
poor lives aren T t profitable to the big 
5iismess operation of the Hospital Cor¬ 
poration m New York, or anywhere else 
in this country. 

Sister Irene, Moms t went through the 
genocidal process, which claims many 
lives throughout the Empire, Three 
weeks ago Moms became ilï t and vxis 
taken to a private doctor, who gave fier 
some liver pills t which did not i vork. 
Later that week Moms was rushed to 
KingsCounty Hospital. There she waited 
for hours white experiencing great 
pain. When she finally satu the doctor 
she was given some pills, and some 
CQugh syntp , and told to return later , 
because they didn*t have fl physicals** 

on Saiurdays* And now, Moms is dead , 
a Black Panther Member , Mother,.... 

Moms was told to return the fol¬ 
io wing Monday f during working hours, 
On Monday Moms retumed to receive 
Ihis elaborate physical examination, 
and, fora moment t wethoughi she was 
given some righteous medical care. 
We thoughL A week later , Moms re- 

tumed to Nings Coimty Hospital to 
get the results of the tests. The onty 
one Umt uws ready unas the electro ■* 


cardiogram.,..she had to be retested . 
She was told her test results would 
not return until January, 1972; and 
January 1972 hasn*t even arrived yet. 
We wilt not be so foolish as to be- 
lieve that it takes tkis long to read the 
results of simpte tests, and other sim¬ 
pte tests , With the tecknotogical ivealih 
of this country , this can onty be called 
neglect; in f act, nothingless thangeno¬ 
cidal neglect 

9;30 Friday evening, on December 
I0th t Moms feil in her home, above 
the New York State Chapter Office. 
When Moms feil in her home, she had 
stopped breathing. Panthers and com- 
munity friends rushed to her aid. One 
br other tried desperately to revive 
Moms , t MIe waiting for the ambulance 
come with axygen. Bid the police 
came instead. Someone had called the 
Fire Department. They came about 
45 minutes later with an oxygen tank 
that didn*t work. The fire chief had to 
be called who had been there earlier, 
but le )f when he saw there toas no 
fire. By this time it was too late, too 
late for Sister Moms. 

We are implementmg survival pro¬ 
grams all over this country , One of 
the SurvEuaJ Programs is a People*$ 
Free Comrmmity Ambulance Service, a 
Black Panther Party Communüy Sur¬ 
vival Program. And if anything, as 
Brothers and Sisters , People , Ituman 
beings alike , we entght to relate to 
Sister Moms , because if she worked 
anywhere in this Party f anywhere with 
the community (like the Party does), 
then there should be an ambulance ser¬ 
vice in her spirit, anambulattce service 
relating io her spirit and her work f 
She died giving her life as a Supreme 
Servant. Önly j they can give evérything 
they have. So only those revolutiona- 
ries who die can be Supreme Servants. 
So f let tis say that ip hen a Free Ambu¬ 
lance Service is placed in New York, 
wherever, that it 5e nemedafier Sister 
Irene Johnson, Moms; because of the 
obvious neglect on the part of the New 
York Ilospitat Corporation , and the 
slow ambulance service # which has 
caused the death of many people

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" TO TAKE ARMS AGAINST A SEA OF TROUBLES” 

AN ACCURATE REYIEW OF THE COURAGEOUS DEFEHSE BY THE BLACK COMMUNITY OF WILMINGTÖN, N.C., 

AGAINST WHITE RACIST POMCE VIOLENCE. 


Reccntly (October Ist), the Black 
Community of Wilmingtoo, Norch 
Carolina engaged in a confrontation 
with white racists and police. The 
contradictio^ began when fighte 
started at a high school foorball game 
in this racially tense seaport town. 
The local city police were caüed in to 
“quell” the sittiation. As usual, when 
they arrived at the scene* the racist 
police force chose co attack the Black 
students, under pretense of stopping the 
fights. 

The main incident occurred when a 
member of the Black CommLmLty, Ro- 
derick Kirby, saw policemen harassing 
a 12 year old brother outside the game, 
Brother Kirby as'ked the officers why 
they we re intimidating the youth, The 
pigs turned on Brother Kirby himself, 
who defended himself and the young 
brother. Twelve police officers at- 
tacked hïm at once, They claim Chat 
that many were needed to r 'arrest 1 * 
him. Af ter brutally beating and then 
arresting Brother Kirby, these racists 
had the gail to claim that he had in- 
jured one of them. Brother Kirby has 
since been convicted of assaulting a 
police officer and sentenced to 12 
months in Jail. He ie now out on an 

appeal bond* 

The next night, the police Itvvaded the 
Hillcrest Housing P roject off Dawson 
Street, in the Black Community of 
Wilmington, under the pretext of 
looking for snipers. These salarted 
state vigilantes claimed that they had 
been fired upon by snipers* For about 
three hours, the pigs shot tear gas 
indiscriminately into the apartmems of 
the project, firing at everyone in the 
community, into anyone’s house. After 
three hours oflaunchingtear gas, these 
invaders came down Dawson Street in 
an armed convoy, accompanied by an 
armored car with a mounted machine 
gun. Seeing this threat to their lives, 
the Black Community responded in 
armed self-defense, Rather than 
submit to genocide and mass murder, 
the people defended their right to sur- 
vive against the police, armed with 
their over-kill weapons* The invaders 
quickly retreated and finally wïthdrew, 
after a ten minute exchange In which 
at least six of them were wounded. 
Their armored car was put out of 
service also. T he police even had 
back-up support from white racist 
snipers (who were in Öie area), two 
of which were aiso wounded, No Black 
people were wounded, 

The followingSunday was another.day,

of harflEsment* Another occupying 
army f the North Carolina State Police, 
was brought in to aid the city police in 
their next attack against the Black 
people of Wümington* Almost everyone 
on the streets in the community was 
stopped, searched and harassed, Thai 
night, State and local fascists againin- 
vaded the housing project and opened 
fire upon the people. 


Black people agaln responded tothis 
threat to their survival. Even with 
state troopers to aid them, the Wil-

mington armed forces of the oppres sor 
were agaln forced to retreat. A group 
of state-encouraged, but unpaid racists 
who were in the Black community, 
sniping at the people, was agatn no 
help to the police, They were acmally 
in the way, and encouncered a few police 
buil éts themselves. Refustng to admit 
defeat, however, Chief of Police, H.E* 
Wüliamson, stated after the attack, 
“We aaid all the time we mean busi¬ 
ness and this ought to prove what we 
said/' The only thing it proved to 
the BI nek People of Wümington was 
the necessity of self-defense in order 
to continue to survive. 


E ar lier that day (Sunday), a racist 
white para-military grojip called the 
Rights of White People met in a park 
outside of Wümington. There were 
several thousand racist whites there* 
They were openly displaytng all types 
of weapons, including sawed-off shot 
guns (whicfa are illegal). Of course, 
no one was arrested by police, Leroy 
Gibson, the president of this group of 
vigilantes, openly threatened the Black 
community with euch statements 
as, *'W^T1 have bands of white people 
roving the streets to look for Black 
people and romp on chetr heat-ls”; 
*'weTl destroy them all if necessary/- 
This group rides through the Black 
coniniunity in armed caravans (con- 
taining as many as 2,000strong), with 
guns sticking out of their car Windows. 
Even after a state of emergency was 
declared (imposed the following week) 
forbidding the public display of wea- 
pons, no white person riding tbrougb the 
Black community was arrested* 


Gibson, like most of the leaders of 
the Righcs of White People, is an ex- 
marine, He is a gung-ho racist and 
thoroughly engrained with the Nazi 
fervor of the U*S, Military .Wümington 
is onlySÖ miles from Camp Lejune* a 
marine training base in Jacksonvilie 
(North Garolina). The Black people of 
Wümington are aware of and are on 
gaard against the potential increase of 
this vigilante force. 


That Monday, the occupying army of 
state and local police was out in the 
community in force. There was spora- 
die günfire around the city. And, on 
Tuesday night, the pi ga again attacked 
the housing project, Also that evening, 
Ben Chavis, a young Black man who 
is the pastor of the First African

Black People in America have suj- 
fered an uniold number of bnUalities 
and cruetties since the infamous 
“Middle Passage** of mtllions of 
Black people in tke holds of slave 
s hips hare „ Fr om that moment on, 
from the time tve stepped foot onto 
U,S+ soit. Black people have heen 
forced lo work for free to develop 
this land to the interests of the “ meis¬ 
ter* \ One of the worst insults and 
suffe rings we later had toendure was 
to beforced to defend this ‘'master’s** 
stolen land and property and right to 
enslave us to continue to do free 
labor. In other words, nof only have 
we been enslaved r but we have been 
expected to figkt for the oppressor’s 
right to keep us enslaved . 

Hislorically „ Black men have fought 
in every war of aggression in which 
the U m S. has engaged. James Young 
vohmteered for the Armed Services 
when he was seventeen years old „ 
That was 55 years ago, He is now 
72 years old, He served from July, 
1918 until November Uth of the same 
year* When WWl ended, on November 
Uth m many young recruïts were kicked 
off the rails and sent home. They 
were no longer needed. They were 
gimn no explanation. Brother Young 
was one of these perSons . 

After kis return from me war f 
Brother James noticed om? main 
(hing, that although he had fought 

for America, America wasn’t doing 
anything for him. He was still ex- 
pected to maintain his slave posiiion 
in the society; ' M They were saying 
thiugs were getting better; but t 
still saw them ïynching Black peo- 
pteS’

Employment was hardtofind.Since 
he had been bom on a farm (in 
Arkansas), he began werking 
througkoid tke rural South doing what* 
ever he could to support his wife 
and two daughters * Afier a white, 
Brother James began to notice that 
kis sigkt xijos getting very bad * He 
went from eye specialist to eye 
specialist to try and saue his sight r 
The doctors could only " assure >Jt 
him that someday he would be totally 
blind , There were no realattempts to 
save his sight. Over a periodofaboitt 
25 years, he finally did become com- 
pletely blind m 

Brother James says that heispro- 
bably blind today from hard work m He 
welt remembers those days ofshare - 
cropping. He spoke of how he, like 
other Blacks in his position, worked 
from sun up to sun down, picking Pales 
of cotton, Afier working all year, 
everyone would sell his produce. 
Satés would he 50 low that he would 
be forced to borrow mon&y to keep 
food in the house. Afier each year 
of selling and borrowing t you became 
deeper in debt with the land-owners » 

When Brother James finally be¬ 
came totally blind „ having suffe red a 

life of unbearably hard work and in¬ 
adequate medical attention, he applied 
for benefits as a veteran of WW{ t 
These benefits only lasted fora short 
time. Because of the inadequate filing 
and records syst&m of the U.$ t 
govemment , Brother James ukis told 
his record didn*t indicate that the 
govemment should continue sitppor- 
ting him (although it had been per - 
fectly all right for him to support 


their policies, with his life, during 
WWl). Therefore r when it was no 
longer economtcally practical, the 
U.S. Empire cut off James Young's 
lawful benefits. 

He began takifig a fraitirngf course 
with an organization fenotun as The 
Lighthouse ( a group that w*3s sup- 
posed to train tke blind and prepare 
them for jobs). After taking all the 
courses, he went out to get a job, 
still trying io support his family. 
Naturally, no jobs were available to 
kim * Brother Young then applied for 
old age pension benefits. Brother 
James was told he could not even 
receive old age pension benefits r be¬ 
cause he had na birth certïficate. 

The U.S. govemment obvtously 
didn r t need a record or file or cer- 
tificate to Let him serve in the Army. 

The U.S. govemment didn r t need a 
certificate to exploit him for years as 
a cheap farm laborer. Now that James 
Young is old and blind t and therefore 
no longer useful as a slave, they need 

records , certificates, files. 

What does a person do under 
such circumstances , you*ve 

fought and tri&d in every way possible 
to work and live in dignity, and no* 
thing seems to matter. Brother James 
ïoung is on the streets of New 
Orleans, Louisiaha, with a can in his 
hand, begging for the right to live .

The State of Califomia's dying plot 
against Sister Angela Davis entered 
a mw phase on December 2nd. In the 
dark of the early moming, Angela 
was whisked out of the eelt in the 
Mar in Counly Jail (where $he had bceti 
held for nearly a year), handeuffed 
and driven to Palo Alto f CaUfomia, 
where she was placed tn an even 
smaller cell than hef ore*

must talk to Angela in a narrow 
corridor in the basement, 
where her cell is located. 


Howard Maare t one of Angela’s at- 
tomeys, described the conditionsofthe 
Palo AUo jaili fi The cell is 8 feet 
by 6 feet by 4 feet , with a washbasin, 
a toilet , and 2 bunks — and some ktnd 
of i uire that goes over it that makes 
it look like a cage. Her attomeys have 
to sit out front in a 4~foot corridor 
area. It*s painted a sort of greenish 
color Ihat’s absolulely dull and flat. 
Immediately adjoining tke cell inwhich 
Miss Davis is noiv detained the re is a 
padded cell with a hole in the floor -- 
I suppose U’s known as the padded 
hole, And t adjacent to that there is 
another cell of a larger stee in which 
a woman is detained at the present 
time, There is absolutely no privacy 
of conversation in this area where you 
can haar and be heard at the point 
where Miss Davis confers with her , 
counsel *” 

This is the State’s answer to Angela* s 
dernand for her legal right to o fair 
trial and an unprejudiced trial site, 
The fascists know that the Black com- 
munity particularly is united in support 
of Sister Angela Davis , and that loallow 
even one Black on her jury would have 
tkreatened their plot against her, 
Therefore, Judge Amason order cd 
Angela’s trial to Santa Ctara County, 
where only one percent of the popu- 
laiitjn is Black (even Ihough Angela* s 
atiomeys presented elear evidence that 
anti-Black and anti-Communist senti¬ 
ment is just as bad there as in Marin 
Countyj. 

Judge Amason claimed that the 
reason he changed the trial to Santa 
Clara County because the courts 
there were not very busy * However, 
so many people have been jailed in 
Sarcfö Clara County that recently some 
were transferred to jaüs in another 
ctmnfy /o prevent extreme over- 
crowding, This certainly does not show 
an inactive court. 

As soon as Angela had been moved, 
the Califomia State Supreme Court 
named the judge who would 4, preside ,r 
over Angela 1 s case from nowon, Judge 
Richard Amason - the same one as 
beforef The fascists are deler mine d 
to prevent anythingelsefrom hindering 
their plans against Angela, (Sister 
Angela and Brolher Ruchell Mageehad 
succeeded in disqualifying every judge 
in Marin Counly and six olher judges 
as wetl, before Arnason look over the 
case.) 

The local fascists in Santa Clara 


County had been eagerly awaiting thetr 
turn in the conspiracy against Angela. 
A week bef ore she was transferred, 
the County Board of Supervisors voted 
to spend over $200,000.00 for if se- 
curity " for Angela*& trial, Many peo¬ 
ple wondered how the County could 
justify s pending this extravagant 
amount at a time when people m the 
county are suffering from Nixon’sfas¬ 
cist economie reform policies -* even 
the official ftgures show a level of 
6% unemployment m Santa Clara 
County. Top dog in the State, Rrynald 
Reagan t mshed to the rescue of the 
local fascists in Marin and Santa Clara 
County, since people had been com- 
plaining about using county funds to 
finance the plot against Angela, Reagan 
pushed through an **open-ended trial 
expenses’* bilt in the State Legislature, 
sbecifïcally to cover tke case of An¬ 
gela. The predicted cost of the enttre 
trial is over one millïon dollars u Of 
course, every one of the fascists 
neglected to mention that if Angela 
were reteased on bail none of these 

expenses would be necessary. 

AU such tactics by tke State are 
clearly geared towrd eliminating An- 
gela’s support. However, less than Jive 
hours afier the pigs had sneaked 
Angela into Palo one hundred 

people had gathered in front of the 
County Courtköuse, shouting “Free 
AngelaI Free Ruchell! Free All Poli¬ 
tieel Prisoners!**

And, six days later, on December 8th, 
hundreds of people came out for her 
first court appearance since being 
transferred , » Spectators’\ the people, 
were not allowed to attend the court 
hearing. Therefore, afberwards, her 
atiomeys had lo artnounce that Amason 
had set the trial date for January 3lst 
in San José, Among ikose who came tc 
see about Angela were Bobby Seale, 
Chairman of the Black Panther Party, 
and Com rade Tricka Huggins (whohad, 
of course, both experianced directly the 
horror of the maximum security 
camps),

Tfiere, outside the couriroom, hoving 
been kept outside byfascists, Chairmm 
Bobby deliveredthefollowing message: 
“Everybody fmows tfiai Sister Angeta 
is in ü situation where the fascists 
are in a process of trying to rail - 
raad the sister to the gas-chamber ... 
And, of course r we, as people and hu- 
man beïngs in the cammunities in ihis 
area, in the country, in the world, 
are no£ going to stand for it. 

“We are exemplifying our spirit 
here. But, I think, fartherin thefuture t 
we must exemplify our spirit in a lot 
of work in the communities, especiatly 
the Black communities and allthepoor 
oppressed commmities.

“It has been stated that people will 
not be let into the courtroom, which 
is f automatically t a direct violation of 
a constihdional righi t the right to a 
fair and public trial, We are people 
and the public.

" So, mj hen we start talhing about all 
power to the people t it becomes ne- 
cessary for us to mobilize people 
in the commimities, the Black com- 
mumtiès, the Chicane communities, 
and alt the poor, oppressed communi¬ 
ties ; mobïlize the people to these court- 
rooms t let the judges know, and let 
others know that we - Ericka Huggins, 
who has been set free, Bobby Seale, 
who has been set free - we demand, 
with the people r that Angela Davis be 
set free,..We want a chaage of venue 
back to San Francisco; bui, in fact r 
our main demand is that we want 
Sister Angela Davis set free * yUi 
Power to the People.

After the court procedures f Mar- 
garet Bumhatn, one of Angela’$ at- 
tomeys t described the canditions 
where Angela is being held : “Angela 
is presently being held in a cold jail 
eelt dovm in the basement of ihis build¬ 
ing. She doesn’t have access to either 
her typewriter or her radio - although 
the sheriff indicated in hts last press 
conference that she did , She fmsn’t 
been owt to exercise for a whole week 
now, and they don*t plan to make any 
modificatïons in thisfacility...Untit she 
is transferred to ü tiew facility, she 
woïi’t be able to have any exercise 
privileges al all. The place where she 
is being held riow /jas on intercom and 
the acöustics the re are terrible. She 
can hear people in the cel! next to her 
and they cm hear her. We haven’t 
been able to have any confidentialcon¬ 


ferences with her. There* s a guard who 
stands outside of her door 24 hours a 
day, and he can also hear everything 

that goes on in her cell. The defense 
has virtually been brought to a stand- 
still as a resuli of her transfer fiere 
to Palo Alto /' 

With all that it has tried to do r 
the State of Califomia has only drawn 
people together in the common interest 
of freeing Angela. On December I8ih, 
another demonstration was conducted 
by the People t to show support for the 
Cöuse of freeing Angela and alt poli¬ 
tieel prisoners.Several hvndredpeople 
d e mans tra te d outside the Palo AJfö 
jail, where Angela isincar cerated.de - 
mending that be given bail rcow 

and that the trial be moved to San 
Francisco. 

There, for the first time, the Peo- 
pte received a direct message from 
Angela herself: 


“Sisters and Brothers , for the fitst 
time in meny seasons I can actmlly 
hear yrn. Each time you reach this 
side of the building, your uoices ring 
out loud and clear. I can feel your 
strength and love and your determim- 
tïon to set me free. 

*Tt is jmt a matter of time, Soon 
you’ll be joined by scores of thousands, 
demanding and securing the freedvm of 
all our sisters and brothers in chains. 
Now especially Fleeta and John. We 
have a responsibility to them t and to 
George, who gave hts life to prevent 
twelve white people from sending our 
Brothers to their deaths (and thus from 
affirming, the machinery of r&pression 
which we all suffer imder in verving 
degrees). 

“Now, too, it is time to see to it 
that the move ment around Ruchell and

Sunday night, December 5th, the 
W:nscon-SaIem f ‘oïice Force tumedout 
in force to Invade the Happy Hili 
Garden Community. Thevïctimsof chis 
racist invasion were members of the 
Long Family (of 802 Willow Street)* 
Around 8:00 p.m, on Sunday, thepolice 
eame to the Long's residence saying 
they wanted to aearch the home for 
a I erry Lee Smith. Since they had no 
search warrant, Mrs* Selma Long 
informeel them that they could not en- 
ter her home without one. The police 
leftj only to return in 15 minutes with 
a search warrant* 

At that time, Mrs. Long gave the 
permission co search the house. The 
police entered, searehed and not finding 
Terry Smith, starled co leave. As they 
were leaving, police claim Mrs. 
Long and her son, 18»year old Benny 
Ray, scood at the front door “cursing” 
them and verbally abusing them* An- 
other Black man from the community, 
having observed the rude and dis- 
orderly way in which the so-called 
police officers conducted rhemselves, 
did teil these tnvaders what he thought 
of them, The police used this as their 
excuse to force re-entry into the 
Long J s home* and do what they had in- 
tended to do in the beginmng, attack 
and bruialïze another Black family* 
Gfficer R.A. SpMIman led aroundseven 
other pigs back into the house, s houting 
the order, “Let's get them”. 

The police showed why they are 
called pigs. They knocked F mest 
Smith, a neighbor visiting the family, 
to the floor, beating him with their 
nightsticks* They also knocked Benny 
Long to the floor. Fifteen-year old 
Marvin W:lson, anocher family friend, 
had been in the kitchen with Mrs* 
Long. When he came into the living 
room to see what was going on, na- 
tu rally, he tób was thrown onto the 
floor. When he asked what hehaddone, 
whïlc trying zo (ree hfmself, he was 


kicked several times. Fïnally, he was 
picked up from the floor and ar- 
rested. 

Mrs* Long had been in the kitchen, 
desperately trying to get her 4-yearold 
daughter, Shaxnera, out of the way of 
the policernen's clubs by sending her 
out the back door co a neighbor*s home; 
and there were her other daughters to 
protect, Carol, 14 yearsold; Elizabeth, 
16 years old- and Diane, 15 years old* 
A1I Mrs* Long could do, at the sight 
of her home betng wrecked and her 
son and friends being brutalized, was 
plead, ‘Stop tearing up my house”* 
Flnally, Mrs, Long herself was knocked 
into a chair, having simply asked why 
they were caktng Marvin. After a11 of 
thie, these É ‘peace” officers said, 
"Bitch, you're going too,” Three of 
these '‘protectors of the peace” grab- 
bed her and literally dragged her out- 
side of her home to the squad car. 
Benny (who had by then gone out- 
side) was watching this, when pig Spill- 
man tumed on him. He kicked Benny 
in the back, and then arrested himtoo. 
Benny, his mother (Mrs* Long) and 
Marvin Wüson were taken to Jail and 
charged with disorderly conduct, 
cursLng and abusing police officers’ 
and assault upon police officers, 

Mrs* Long and Benny were released 
on $100*00 bond each; and Marvin was 
released on $400*00 bond (even though 
he is a juvenile)* It should have only 
been necessary for Marvin to be re¬ 
leased to his parents 1 custody. After 
suffering these brutal acts of fascism, 
Benny and Marvin both had to bé 
treated at the hospital (Benny's back 
was badly injured). Also, Mrs. Long 
was still sufferiïig ach es and pains 
a week after the attack. 

Within a week, Winston-Salem fas- 
cisrs had whipped together their ju¬ 
dicia! machine ry for trial of Mrs. Long 


and Benny. Ön Monday, December I3th, 
Judge Buford T. Henderson foundthem 
guüty of the charges, and sentenced 
them to 30 days or $90.00, plus court 
costs, Henderson, during the trial, got 
in his own litüe racist remarks. 
Scolding them, as though he were 
their father (great white father), he 
cold Mrs. Long and Benny and their 
witnesses that they were acting like 
they were^prosecuting the police In- 
stead ^ of trying to help the "defen- 
dants'V for they were really respecta- 
b le, intelligent men. Heeveninsmuated 
that if the witnesses had not told of 
th policernen's acts of brutality 
against che people (or the truth), then 
he might have found Mrs, Long and 
Benny not guilty, in fact, even tiieir 
Lawyer, R. Lewis Ray, was almost 
found in “contempt of court ,, I because 
he potnted out how in practically all 
cases of police brutal ity the vLcöms are 
usually tried and found guilty, whllethe 
policemen are not even charged. 

Ön the Tueeday following the in¬ 
cident, Terry Lee Smith (in whose name 
the pigs had assaulted the Long family) 
^as,in fact* arrested for assault, being 
relased on bond that day. Later on 
that evening, he and other concerned 
people of the community went to a 
meeting of the Winston-Salem Board of 
Aldermen (che leading body of the 
city govemment). They all protested 
the acts of police brutality that had 
taken place, not only against the Long 
family on the previous Sunday night, but 
also against another Brother, on'the 
same Street, on the Saturday night be- 
fore* 

Officer R.A. Spillman, the same pig 
that had led the attack against the Long 
family, had, on the night before, at- 
cacked Brother Howard L, Masoo at 
/14 Willow Street, the residence of 
Jacqueline Jones, Sari Ier thatSaturday

Ou December ISth, the State of California hierarcïiy 
finaliy sent down the order to the Alameda Coiitity Dis¬ 
trict Attorney*s office and the Superior Courts to halt 
this phase of their four-year attempt to silence Huey 
P. Newton. Having failed to murder him on the Street, 
in Qctober of 1967; having failed to even use their 
own, State -controlled macht nery to conjure up the right 
jury in several attempts to send him to prison for Life; 
having spentmillionsof the People's tax dollars in their 
effort, the State decided It wasn't worth any further alie- 
nation of the People to get Huey this way at this time. 

Üf course, Lowell Jensen, Alameda County r s star pro- 
secutor, and one of bis assistants, Donald Whyte, were 
not pleased wïth the orden They wanted to try Huey 
one more time. Where getting Huey P, Newton was in¬ 
vol ved, Jensen and Whyte were willing to try again and 
agaïn, at any cosc to the tax payers, the People. 

ïn light of the expensive up-coming California trials 
of Angela Davis, Ruchell Magee, the Soledad Brothers, 
the Adjustment Center Six and too many others, the State 
really couldn J t af ford to try the leader of the Black 
Pamher Party again. It boiled down to a simple mathe¬ 
matica! formiila. A1I of this was pawned off on the Peo- 
pïe, however, as a court decision in the interest of jus- 
tice. 

They eay that Huey is free. They say thb in a clear 
mdieation that jus tice does prevail in the U.S, They 
say that a man, Huey P. Newton, who was innocent of 
crime in the first place, did receive a fair trial imder 
the law. 

Huey P. Nemon should have never gone to such a 
trial in the first place. He should have never suffered 
three years in a California penirenriary for the State J s 
crime against him, agatnst the People. The fact that the 
State was able to accomplish this once, that condltions 
allowed for this, indïcates that Huey F. Newton was not 
free from the start, Therefore, he is not free now, There 
is Angela, Ruchell, John and Fleeta, the Adjustment 
Center Six. There are thousands ïmprisoned in this 
State, across this country, suffering unjustly in the 
maximum security prison-camps. There are millions of 
Black people, millions of poor people, who suffer dally 
the oppression and indigmties of oppression onder the 
contrei of the U.S, government. There are millions 
around the world suffering so, Their very lives are ïn 
jeopardy. How could Huey P. Newton be free under 
such atrocious condltions? 

Did the State, the United States, believe that when we 
first said FREE HUEY that we were speaking of his re¬ 
lease form tlieir maximum security prison. Free Huey 
meant and means Free Angela, Free Ruchell, Free 
the Soledad Brothers, Romaine Firagerald, the Adjustment 
Center Six, all politieel prisoners, the oppressed Black 
communities, the oppressed communities of the world, 
Huey F, Newton is one of the leaders of that struggle 
for total freedom and liberation of all the people- . We will 
continue to cry r FREE HUEY t 


ALL POWER TÜ THE PEOPLEI 
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LONG BINH JAIL: 
"THE BLACK 
HOUSE’’ 


The followtng letters ware recently 
written by Brothers who have been m- 
carcerated by the U.S t military in the 
Long Bink Jail , Vietnam . They were 
sent. through the Baltimore, Maryland 
Brunch of the Black Panther Party . 
Noi only do these letters state the in- 
tolerable conditïons under which 
Blacks are foreed to live, bul one 
letter requests the need for the peo- 
ple's attention to a specific incident 
which has come to be knoim , by the 
men involved r as the “Whiskey Moun- 
tain Fiasco**: 



“Our hope is that someone on the 

outside wilt kear our cry and denmnd 
that tkis dehumanizalion be stopped*’* 


[ am hereby attempting, to the best 
of my ability, to relate or give an 
idea of the racism, fascism, cruelty, 
humiliation and over-ail brutality in 
this concentration camp* This camp is 
set up in Vietnam by the U.S* Govern¬ 
ment tohold so-callecl^cnminal # 'mi¬ 
litary personeel, affiliated with that 
same organization, In the final 
analysis, it is a dungeon fox Blacks 


and all others wbose views are poli- 
lically subversive to those of the army 
and/or Amerikan Establishment* 1 wili 
deal with this later* 

First, 1 think I should give some 
idea as to the outlook of this insti- 
tution, or rarher the setting; LBJ(Long 
Binh Jail) covers a few acres with 
fences and concertina wire, heavily 
guarded with gate guards and tower 
guards, The buildings, for the most 
part* are of grey brick stones. A few 
are unpainted lumber* There is a mi¬ 
nimum security section which holds ap- 
proximately 120 inmates. This section 
is new; the old one was condemned - 
unflt for human habitation* Eventhough 
health officials have condemned it, in- 
mates are still occupying it, 

The maximum security health con- 
ditions are poor, filthy, and stink of 
urine and feces* Even hot showers 
are a no-no, Food is served through 
a small cut below the door about 4 
inches in length, and 5 inches inwidth. 

Minimum security conditïons are 
better, material - wise. Minimum 
security consists of a compound 
of three sections* l .detain, minimum, 
and medium* Detain is the compound 
for unsentenced prisoners, or racher, 
that is the establlshed idea, but has 
many sentenced inmates to be found 
there* Minimum consists of the working 
masses who are allowed to work outside 
the gaces...under guard, of course* 
Medium is establlshed for hardened, 
orientated inmates who have been in 
and out of maximum security. These 
compounds - detain, medium, and mi¬ 
nimum are permitted to play spons 
after working hours. Also, with the In- 
Stallatlon of the new Colonel (Gard- 
ner), came the instaUation of tele- 
vision. The food aerved in the small 
mess hall isgarbage; And that'sputting 
it lightly; i.e*, garbage is an under¬ 
statement for the messy food served, 
Health care is also below Standard* If 
an Inmate is slck, he tnay be ignored, 
The llmited health care received is 
only pacification and not reaily treac- 
ment* The moral conditïons here are 


humüiating; even as l write this, one 
of the guards came around and 

threatened me* 


Since I have been incarcerated at 
LBJ, ï have seen innumerable cases 
of brutal hearings. {LBJ's population 
consists of 90& Black, 5% other A- 
merikan minorities and 5% white.) 
Most of these cases of brutality have 
been lïmited to Blacks. The reasonfor 
this is the vulgar language and un- 
provoked violence of guards directed 
towards inmates and the unleashing 
radicalisna of Blacks. A few of these 
cases 1 can readily call to mind. Üne 
case involved a Black inmate (Brother 
Ford). A guard refused to let him use 
the toilet, so Brother Ford harm- 
lessly urlnated out of the back vent 
of hïs cel 1, onto the ground. The guard 
called four pigs (known as the job 
squad), They forcefully pulled Bro- 
ther Ford from his cell, threw him 
on the outside pavement, handcuffed 
him and beat him about the face, 
After such treatment inmates are not 
retumed to the same cel). Brother 
Louis, a mild mannered brother, also 
suffered this type of gestapo treat¬ 
ment and an unlimited number of other 
Blacks also suffered this treatment, 
which still exists* This treatment has 
been promtsed to me and 1 am looking 
lorward to it. There is a never-ending 
plot by guards and omnipotent officials 
to railroad inmates (who are strongly 
subversive to Amerikan policies, as 
fascist as Amerikan policiee can be) 
---deeper into bondage. 

There are inmates here for such 
foolishness as drug addiction, 
possession of one cap of heroin, 15- 
day AWOL'a, common fist fighting, 
and communication of threats of talk- 
ing in a conremptuous marnier* (Most 
of the above are usually punishable 
by forfeiture of pay.) Even these fool- 
ish trumped-up charges can get a 
person six to eïghteen months of in- 
carceratïon* 

The myth, that the U*S t Army is an 
organiv.ation nf well-cared-for people 
is far from the truth, in view of its 
concentration camps, and also lts 
policy of * 'Vietnamization'*, for that 
matter. 

But the inmates' continuous pro¬ 
test of inhumaneness and brutality at 
LBJ are often ignored or pacified 
with tokens of haïr creams* comhs, 
books, or the installatlon- of radios. 
However, my comrades and 1 are 
strong. We have vow f ed, we wili not 
be dehumari7,ed or tolerate brutal at- 
tacks. We wUl resïat by any means 
possible. Eesistance can only mean 
more repression. We are aware of that. 
And, our present miseries are ex- 
tremely hard to bear. Our hope is 
that some one on the outside wül hear

DECEMBER 17 

On December 17th, 1961,the Zimbab¬ 
we African Feople’s Union (ZAPU) 
was founded. ZAPU leads the military 
and politic al struggle in Zimbabwe for 
the instiuition of a govemment of the 
people, servlng the people's interests. 
Their primaxy cask is to rid Zimbabwe 
of the contxol by so-calied Rhodesian, 
or, In fact, die racist, British-con- 
trolled fascist regime of tan Smith, 

One of the ironies of the situation 
in Zimbabwe is the lie on the part 
of the United Ktngdom, really Britain, 
that it does not support or recognTse 
the lan Smith regime. Ir was under 
the British-tmposed "Rhodesian" law 
from which tan Smith took power. As 
late as 1968, the British were openly 
' ‘negotiating 1 * with Smith as tohowthey 
could togcther control Zimbabwe. At 
that time, the British Prime Minister 
and Smith met aboard a British ship,

the "Fearless", to dlscuaé Smith’s 
apartheid govemment* Smith proposed 
complete separation of AfrLcans and 
white invaders, while the British pro- 
posed letring the Blacks think they 
would have some say-so in their govern 
ment. (Of the four and one-half million 
people living in Zimbabwe, over foui 
and one-quarter million are African 
people; less than one quarter million 
are whices; and rhe remainder are 
Asiatin and orher >,) 

The very name "Rhoüesia" (as used 
in U.S. and other imperialist mapsand 
references) is taken from a British 
invescor (capitalist^Cecil John Rhodes,. 


Rhodes owned the British South Africa 
Company, which came to control 
(through chearing of tribal chiefs and 
outright brute force) the natural re¬ 
sources of Zimbabwe, Rhodes dïed in 
1902. By 1923, the British feit safe 
enough to allow their settlers to es- 
tablish a iimited govemment. This 
stmply meant that the British invaders 
would be allowed topartially determine 
their British destlnles on the soil of 
Zimbabwe. The settlers began jusr 
Simpiy dividing up the Zimbabwean 
people's land, among themselves, 
undar a so-called "Land Apportion- 
ment Act". 

The Zimbabwean people suffered, 
naturally, all along: no right to work 
their land as they saw fit; no parti- 
clpation in the govemment; working to 
develop industry, at slavelabor wages, 
for the British "settlers"; etc. By 
1961, BritaiiTs so-called settlers con- 
cocted a constitution, which generously 
allowed for a few Afric ans to parti- 
cipate in African affairs* This con¬ 
stitution was chen to be used by the 
British as a basis fnr "SBTTLBR 
Independence 

Starvation, inadequate living condi- 
tions, slave labor were ail tobefoisted 
upon the people, now, by law. Led by 
Joshua Nkomo, Z APU was formed, on 
December 17, 1961, to lead the struggle 
to gain complete freedom for the 
Zimbabwean People. ïn the mean-* 
time, a "settler" govemment was es- 
tablished, as the Rhodesian Front. 
After lan Smith rook over presidency 
of the Rhodesian Front (in April, 1964),

Presently Joahua Nkomo is im- 
prisoned by British settlers(invaders) 
in a coneentraüon camp, in Gonakud- 
zingwa, along with other ZAPM 
leaders and fighters* There is no 
peace in Zimbabwe* There is no free- 
tJom fnr rhe People of Zimbabwe, As 
ZAP U's Vice-President, James Chl- 
kerema, bas said, "ZAPU, through 
its people 1 s ltberation army, will fight 
ferociousJy and fearlessly in every part 
of Zimbabwe, in every town and 
wherevcr the white settler enennes can 
be found in Zimbabwe, There will be 
rivers of tears and blood, estates 
of graves for the enemy,.."

In 1960, on this date, the National 
Liberation From (NLF) of South Viet¬ 
nam was officia LI y formed. Vietnam is 
one country, unnacurally divided(ar the 
I7rh parallel) by wars of aggression 
against the people by outside agents, 
primarily the U.S, and France, In no 
words beteer than Vietnam *s first 
beloved President, Ho Chi Minh, could 
the struggle for independence and peace 
waged by the South Vietnamese People 


acttvides,.* Under the 1954 Geneva 
Agreements, democratie rights were 
guaranceed co the people of South Viet¬ 
nam, there were co be no reprisals 
against patriots who had fougbt to li- 
berate the country from French 
coionialism; there were to be general, 
democratie elections within two years 

to bring about the peaceful reunification 
of the country. These provisions of 
the Geneva Agreements, and many 
more, have heen erudely trampled on 
by the Diem (Ed. Note: Ngo Dinh 

Diem, killed in 1963, eventually re- 
placed by Nguyen Cao Ky) regime 
at the direct instigation and with the 
financial, poLitieal and military-sup¬ 
port of the LLS. Government,,,Our com- 
patriots at firsr rried to defend them- 
selves peacefully by demanding their 

legal rights as guaranteed by the 
Geneva Agreements„,The Dienbienphu 
victory led co the success of the 1954 


Kingdom and France - pledged them- 
selves to respect these inviolable na- 
t ion al rights.., After the Geneva Con¬ 
ference, our whole people ought to 

have been in a position to live in 
peace and tranquility and concentratu 
their efforts on natlonal construction. 
Bul the U.S. imperialists and theii- 
lackeys have sabotaged the Agree- 
ments, prolongcd the partition of our 
country, and starled a ruthïess war in 
South Vietnam. They have burnc down 
or destroyed villages, massacred the* 
population, made arrests, coinmitted 
rapes, disembowelLed and beheaded 
many people without even sparing 
childrer and the old agers... r leentire 
civilised mankind is seerhlng with in- 
dtgnation ai their monscrous crimes.

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Mao Tse-tung, Chairman of the Cen¬ 
tral Commlttee of the Chinese Com¬ 
munist Party, and beloved leader of 
800 mUlion Chinese People, was bom 
on this date in 1893, For more than 
a half century, Chairman Mac worked 
to organize the struggle of the Chinese 
People for independence from theeight 
different invadere Into China, and to 
establish freedom and peace in China. 

The thought of Chairman MaoTse-tung 
successfully gulded the Chinese People 
to liberation of China in 1949* One 
statement of Chairman Mao, which was

Later during the week, a Black 
man shot a white vigilante who was on 
his front porcb. He surrendered to 
police later, The newspapers car ried 
the story: The press, in coUabora- 
tion with the local power structureren 
sensationaüst front page s tor i es in an 
attempt to further srir up rachd ten- 
sion in Wümington, Banier headlines 


prodaimed the brother's defense of

On October l4th, three wbites were 
arrested and a small arsenal of wea- 
pons was seized, Two other vigilantes 
were also arrested in a simïlar raid 
in nearby Rocky Mount. The seized 
weapons* which ïncludeJ home-made 
”pipe guns", were designed for mass 
death and destruction of Black people. 
FBI pig Glenn Fleming, who made the 
arrests, stated that “these weapons 
are designed for one purpose*„and 
that's to kÜTL W? know that these 
fascists are not concemed with the 
survival of the W’ 1 mingtonBlack Com- 


munity* In fact, the genocide of Black 
People by these unpaid vigilantes saves 
the U.S. govertimenc the trouble of 
doing the job itself. These arrests were 
made to dupe the P&ople into belleving

We, the Bleeks in this case, are 
sending you thls because we know that

We are presenüy in the Long Bmh 
Jail, in Long Bïnh Vietnam, and we 
do nor even have a lawyer. There are 
countless of ESIacks in this jail on 
trumped-up charges; so many that it is 
more than often referred to as the 
f 'Black Hojse”. 

One of the rrr jst racist actions of 
au officer In the United States Army 
was maas at Wbtskey Mountain in 
Vietnam, September 25, 197L This in¬ 
efficiënt and inexperienced officer on 
the date prescribed is feit to have 
faïled to exercise the "correct” po- 
wers in an incident that occurred the 
25th, by the men of the 299ch En- 
gineer Cömpany, 73rd Engineer, and 
at the 5i3 Engineer Dump Truck Com- 
pany. 

The Black soldiers asked to aitend 
a memorial service for a two-year 
old Black girl who was killed by a 
white racist two years ago, in Los 
Angelos, We were told to have the 
service in our living quarters, because 
heavy rains had washed out all the 
brldges. At the time, there were four 
or five white soldiers in the bunker, 
who quïckly left, after the sergeant 
talked to them* One Brother smelled 
smoke, an explosionwentoff, rendering 
two of the thirteen Brothers uncon- 


scïous for about half an hour, 
tmmedifitely after the explosion, the 
Clacks proceeded out of the bunker, 
a medic was on the scene and the two 
unconscious men were put on a 2 1/2 
ton truck and carried to the medical 
dlspensary, After those two, plus two 
others were treated, we then began an 
attempt to leave and were told that if 
we did not return to the dispensary, 
we would be charged with muiiny. As 
the Blacka started to return to the 
dlspensary, a 2 1/2 ton truck came up 
the hill with about one dozen military 
police on ii, First searched and held 
for over an hour whïle our pïctuïes 
were tafcen, we were then put on the 
trucks, hamicuffed, and flown to Long 
Blnh Jai],„To keep us from trying to 
do anything about it # they rransferred 
us al! to orher parEs of Vietnam, We 
were not even given the time to get 
any of our necessary articles; so l'm 
here at a new Gompany along with 
others, with no clothes to change into. 

*,.We don*t want these people to just 
get away with what happened. Wespent 
time in maximum security ceils* were 
fed like dogs, and harassed by the 
guards trying to make us do some- 
thing wrong so they could put us away 
for good, They even kept some of the 
Brothers'cell doors open so that they 
would try co get away* 

„.There isn*t much we can do under 
these circumstances; there isn’r much 
we can do as far as getting in touch 
with someone who can help us. That J s 
why we are asking you to help us. 

These men of the afore-mentioned 
Compsnles ask the People of the United 
States to invéBtigate this "Whiskey 
Mountain Fiasco" and take the ne¬ 
cessary steps co correct a military 
system that punishes and jails the 
young manhood of a People.

every Branch and Chapter of the Black 
Panther Party more People\s F ree 
Health Ciinics, People*s Free Cloth- 
Ing Programs, Free Breakfast for 
School Chüdren Programs, People *s 
Free Food Programs and People*a 
Free Shoe Programs are being es- 
tablished* However, the U.S. govern- 
ment does proceed vigorously to de¬ 
stroy the Party, in their on-going, un- 
founded thinking that to destroy the 
Party means to destroy the People*s 
desire for freedom. One of the latest 
methods is to quietly nibble away at 
the foundation of the Party. That is, 
at one Hmc, the govemment operated 
along the line that to cut off the head, 
or the leadership, the well-known Party 
members, would cut off the body. 
Sinee that concept proved in practice 
to be false, they now seek to remove 
from participation in the Party the 
dedicated backbone of the structure, 
the comrades who carry out the day- 
to-day work, who daily implemenr the 
survival programs. This they feelcan 
go unnoticed, and eventually topple the

CONNECTICÜT STATE CHAPTER 

Comrade Charles Scotc (known in the 
community as Chuck) was ïnstr urnen tal 
in the institution of our community pro¬ 
grams for the youth* He helped to 
organize and set up the Free Break¬ 
fast for School Children Program and 
the Liberation School in New Haven, 
Connectie ut* 



In July of 1970, he was falsely 
arrested. For some time, New Haven 
pigs had been actually crying to stop 
otrr youth from using the public side- 
walks as a play area. There were no 
public parks near any areas where 
Black people lived* Comrade Charles 
merely advised some of the people, 
in one neighborhood, of their right w 
remain outsidewhenlocal fascists rode 
through the community , threateningand 
intimidating the people to go back in- 
side their homes and not use the side- 
walks for what they wanted* For this 
he was arrested, charged with assault

upon a police offlcer, and other con- 
nected charges. 

Later that year, whüe out of jail 
on bond, Comrade Charles visited the 
New Orleans, Louisiana Branch of the 
Black Panther Party, He was arrested 
there in the aftermath of a vicious 
police assault on the Chapter head- 


quarters in New Orleans' Desire Pro- 
jects, He sat in jail for eleven months, 
charged with a variety of trumped-up 
“ÜlegaT* acts, before he was found 
not guilty (along with 12 other Party 
members) of any such acts, After the 
jury' of 10 Blacks and 2 whïtea ac¬ 
quit eed him, Charles reiurned to New 
Haven. This, however, was not of his 
own doing. New Haven police extra- 
dited him back there to stand trial 
on the old charge. 

WASHINGTON STATE CHAPTER 

Comrade Elmer Dixon of the Wash¬ 
ington State Chapter of the Black Pan- 
iher Party was recently railroaded to 
rhe Gregon State Prlson on a three- 
year old harassment charge. Elmer 
was one of the organizers of the Wash¬ 
ington State Chapter, working pri- 
marily in Seattle. As part of his com- 
muniry work, he of ten traveied through - 
out the States of Washington and Qre- 
gon, informing people about the Sur¬ 
vival Programs. After one such oc¬ 
casion, in Eugene (Gregon), in 1968, 
he rcturned to Seattle by bus, When 
he arrlved back in Seattle (where the 
Chapter headquarters is located), he 
was met by surprise at the bus sta¬ 
tion by loc al police* There he was ar¬ 
rested and falsely charged with armed 
robbery. 

With this arrest, the pigs joyously 
began a sensational propaganda cam- 
paign to "expose* * Comrade Elmer 

Dixon, They pointed out how Comrade 
Elmer had stolen a leather coat. whiie 
awav tn hiugene, and that the coat con- 

tained the victim r s money, $2,89, They 
said that when they arrested him on 
a “tip”, the Comrade was armed* 
With this flimsy Information, they put 
together the shaky story of armed 
robbery of a leather Jacket by Elmer 
Dixon. 

Although it was brought out in the 
subsequent trial that the jacket had been 
a gift to Elmer by a Brother, Oliver 
Patterson, a student at the University 
in Eugene where Elmer had spoken; 
although the pigs* so-called victirn of 
the robbery, a white student at the 
school, testified that Elmer did not 
ever rob him, Elmer was falsely con- 
victed, as falsely charged, of armed 
robbery, He was sentcncedtosixyears 
in the Gregon State Pemtentiary. 

Elmer has already gone before the 
racist Oregon State Parole Board* 
When he went before the Board, he 
told them he had had one year of pre- 
med. school; and, chat if he were to 
get out, he might go back to medical 
school. They immedlaceLy pulled out 
some of the speeches he had made, and 
read parts of them to him. They asked 
him if he feit the same. When Comrade 
Elmer replied that he dld. the dia- 
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bolical racists then told hitn that the 
next time he would come up beforethat 
Board, co even disctiss parola, would 
be !n June, of 1973. 

LOülSIANA STATE CHARTER 

Comrades Vincent Robinson andCIa- 
rence Jones of the Louisiana State 
Chapter of the Biack Panther Party are 
welï known in the community, as they 
regularly deliver the Black Panther 
ïntercommunal News Service to many 
people’9 doors. 

In October of this year, while Com- 
rades Vincent and Clarence were de- 
livering the paper to people in Co~ 
vington, Louisiana (a smal!* rural area 
outside of New Orleans), they were 
arrested by local fascists there. They 
were thrown into the St. Tamauy Parish 
jail and held on high bails, They were 
charged with attempted robbery (Since 
they were distributing papers, thepigs 
used this to say they looked like they 
were walking around intendiitg tocom- 
mit robbery,). Both were released on 
bond, and therefore eontimied to im- 


plement the People's Survival Pro¬ 
grams. 

Later that same week, Comrade Vin¬ 
cent was om collecring donations for 
the Canned Goods for Survival Rally 
(which was held on November 4rh of 
this year), Gn November 3rd, one day 
before the rally, he was again picked 
up by the Ü.S. govemmenPs Local 
agents, officers <jf the New Grleans 
Police Department, This time he was 

arrested on a warrant stemming trom 
an old, phony armed robbery case, 
The charge on the warrant, armed 
robbery, had been so shaky hefore 
(more than a year ago) that New Or- 
leans Judge Alcock hadoriginallyhini¬ 
self dismiseed the robbery charge (in 
favor of forcing Vincent to serve six

The warrant had always been avail- 
able to the pfgs whenever they waiited 
to slow down or stop VincenPs wurk 
in the People's Survival Programs, for 
the Black Panther Party .
